MR. ROOSEVELT’S GOOD WORK 

The promptness and energy with which President 
Roosevelt acted upon the petition of St. Louis mer- 
chants asking him to proceed in the Federal courts 
against the St. Louis Terminal Railway Association 
is characteristic of the best quality of the man, When 
Mr. Roosevelt is convinced that a thing ought to be 
done, effective action quickly follows. This suit is 
in harmony with a line of action which reflects the 
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greatest credit on the Roosevelt administration—the 
enforcement of law against powerful ¢ombinations 
organized and operated in violation of law, 

In thus endeavoring to enforce the clear law of the 
land, the President is entitled to complete exonera- 
tion from the charge of the monopoly interest that 
his action, in this or any similar suit, is destructive 
If the suit against the bridge and terminal combine 
is successful and the monopoly is dissolved under 
order of the court, not one dollar of property or of 
value will be destroyed. All of the property of the 
combine—the bridges and terminals that serve the 
railroads and the city of St. Louis—will remain ready 
for use.’ No real yalue and no utility: will be wiped 
out. The only thing that will be destroyed is the 
condition of monopoly, the link which binds the mo- 
nopoly combination together and which gives it the 
power to levy arbitrary charges on commerce. But 
that monopoly power which would be destroyed in 
the event of success, represents no value to the com- 
munity, but, on the contrary, represents a menace 
to the interests of the community and to all the in- 
terests which depend upon the bridge and terminal 
system for transportation service. It is a special 
privilege, created and maintained for the purpose of 
taking from the community more than the service is 
worth, in short, of plundering the community 
through a monopoly advantage. The effect of a 
favorable decision would be to restore competition. 
The danger of monopoly has been recogmized from 
the beginning of Anglo-Saxon law and civilization. 
Prohibitory safeguards against it are embodied in 


the common law of England and have been widely 


copied in our, statute laws. The fact is that the 
growth of monopoly is recognized as the greatest 
menace to democracy and to the republican institu- 
tions of this country. It is tke weightiest of the 
problems confronting the American people, and Mr. 
Roosevelt is doing good work in demonstrating the

The fighting whieh continues in Russia from week 


‘to week and month to month has convinced tha 


world outside that the country is in actual process 
of revolution, the end of which will be the substitu- 
tion of modern methods of government for those of 
the “Dark Ages.” 

The fact of a revolution which cannot be turned 
back before this end is reached seems now to be be- 
yond question, but the evidence on which the con- 
clusion is generally based is not itself conclusive. 
The fighting is not the revolution. It is really no 
essential part of it. It operates rather to retard than 
to hasten it. : 
The real forces of revolution belong to a method of 
resisting oppression which is Being systematized for 
the first time in this generation by such revolution- 
ists as Herve and Juarez in France and Tolstoi in 
Russia. While Juarez is somewhat conservative in 
applying it, Herve and Tolstoi stand for the extremes 
of its logic. 

It is as simple in its principle, but the situation of 
the Russian oligarchy since the beginning of the war 
with Japan shows it can become terrible in its re- 
sults to those who stake everything on violence as 
the “final logic” of control. 

Under this system, those who actually hold it, as- 
semble at the gates of the Czar’s palace to tell him 
of the wrongs of his system, expecting to be fired 
upon and expecting to fall without resistance. When 


| their courage fails and they escape the range of the 


volleys, they return a month or six months later to 
be shot at once more, asserting over and over again 
what they hold as right. 

They do not rely at all on physical force, or even 
on intellect. The whole idea of bringing about a new 
order of things in Russia as this attempt is made, 
to systematize moral force, belongs to moral force, 
first in refusing to offer violence, second in refusing 
to resist it, and third in refusing to consider it as 
an argument, an answer to appeal or a reason for 
ceasing to make appeal for right and justice. 

Beyond this as it becomes a force of the most ex- 
treme revolutionary power in politics, the new idea 
of revolution extends to the refusal to have any 
share, direct or indirect, in the use of violence as 
the “final argument.” It is said that in the war with 
Japan thousands of Russians who went unhesitating- 
ly into the hottest Japanese fire at the order of their 
officers, kept an agreement among themselves ta 
“make no Japanese widows.” Now, on the same 
principle, when the Czar’s bureaus wish to telegraph 
orders for shooting down revolt in various cities of 
the empire, the Russian telegraphers step back from 
their keys and wait to be arrested. They can be 
imprisoned or shot, but no power in the Czar or his 


| Sovernment can compel them to transmit such tele- 


grams. If this idea of full individual responsibility 
could be made generally effective, no power in the 
Czar or his army could prevent the stoppage of every 
wheel in Russia. Tho final objective point is, of 
course, the army itself. “If you are commanded to 
fire on the people, throw down your arms and wait 
to be killed yourself, rather than kill others,” is the 
finality of this method, as it is defined in France and 
Germany. “Forgive your enemies means forgive the 
Czar’s enemies also,” is Tolstoi’s definition, and he 
adds to it that it is as much a crime to kill the en- 


| emies of the Czar as it is to kill private enemies. 





No despotism can sustain itself under such a 
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colors Mississippi white as a model State because its 


crushing weight of non-resistent inertia as belongs to 
a people which begins to understand that no act of 
despotism is possible except as it concurs in it openly 
or tacitly. The mere existence of-such a feeling in 
great numbers of people is itself a revolutionary 
force of the highest potency. 

As it comes into play, those who sympathize with 
revolution, but are unable to comprehend such a plan 
of forcing it, may be involved in such vast strikes, 
such repulsive and general violence as now character- 
ize the attempt of the Czar to support his despotism. 
But the real force of such a revolution lies deeper 
in the feeling that no people can be long oppressed 
except as it will itself supply the means for its own 
oppression. 

Organizers of revolution by any method are al- 
ways extremists. Evolution is always infinitely pref- 
erablé to revolution in any form, but despotism, 
wherever it exists as a spirit or a system in the 
twentieth century, is face to face with the fact that 
out of the souls if not out of the minds of the peo- 
ple, a force of liberation can be developed which ne 
despotism can resist.

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THE “SPIRIT” OF THE NAVY. 
Cadet Meriwether’s defense for killing Cadet 
Branch at the Annapolis Naval Acedmy is that he 
was forced into a duel with fists to “settle a diffi- 
culty.” The compulsion on him, as he defines it, 
was that of a custom stronger in the academy than 
his own will or his own sense of right. 

He does not use this as an excuse to escape a con- 
fession of guilt. On the contrary, he says: “I think 
Mr. Branch is indeed fortunate in being in his place, 
in going to sleep and not waking up, rather than 
to be in mine.” 

No confession could be sadder than this. It is the 
confession of a man with his spirit completely brok- 
en by the discovery, made too late, that moral cow- 
ardice led to manslaughter. 

It has also led to a sort of wisdom which, here at 
least, is above that of the naval authorities of this 
country, of England and of Germany, who have held 
openly that it is necessary to encourage such fighting 
among cadets in order to keep up “the spirit of the 





navy?” 

It has broken Meriwether’s spirit. He would rather 
be dead than alive. 

Suppose, however, that in spite of the custom of 
the navy and of the academy, he had said that his 
“sense of honor” required him never to strike a blow 
except as his duty to his country in the navy re- 
quired it? What then? | 

There is an answer in history which applies espe- 
cially in a case where a “Southerner’s sense of honor” 
is involved. | 

From his beginnings at West Point until he stood 
“like a stone wall” at Manassas and to the end at 
Chancellorsville, Thomas J. Jackson took that stand 
and held it. His spirit was never broken by the 
sense of moral cowardice which, when ‘once felt, 
breaks the spirit most surely and most surely keeps 
it broken.

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Glass-Making in Nebraska—The Wireless to Cover Europe—A 440 Mile Good Road—

GLASS TOWN FOR NEBRASKA. 

A glass town may be Nebraska's portion. In North- 
ern Nebraska is a city of a population, of 1200. It is 
located on one of the great rivers of the State, which 
afforcs most desliable water power of about 4000 
horsepower capacity. If the deposits of glass sand 
neat by, which show 98 per cent of silica, could be 
used for manufaciure of glass products by an elec- 
trical process, whose current would be generated by 
water power, the little city might evolve into one of 
the leading glass producers of the country.° The 
minufacture of glass by the electric arc, as shown hy 
the German process, {s possible with less capital for 
the erection of a plant, giving simpler, cleaner and 
quicker processes than the ordinary method and af- 
fords a saving of heat and energy. In Belgium they 
are making window glass by machinery. One ma- 
chine turns out continuously sheets of glass 38% | 
inches wide and of any desired length, and a uniform | 
thickness, varying from one-fifteenth to five-six- | 
teeths of a inch. This can be obtained as rough) 
glass for making extra thin glass, as horticultural | 
glvss and as window glass. It possesses unequaled | 
brijlianey on both sides. The machine is recommend- 
ed for its simplicity and for saving time and material. 





MACADAM ROAD 440 MILES LONG. 

Before many years a macadam road 440 miles long 
will extend across the State of New York to Buffalo, 
going through Albany, Utica, Syraeuse and Roches- 
tcr. It will be the policy of the State Engineer's De- 
partment, in providing good roads under the $50,000,- 
0) proposition approved by the people on election day, 
to lay out a single road through each county so as to | 
form one continuous highway from one end of the’ 
State to the other. Nearly all the counties between | 
New York and Albany already have taken action! 
toward the construction of such roads, and plans and | 
Surveys have been made for good roads which will | 
form a continuous highway from Albany to Syra- 
cuse. Plans also have been prepared for a third of 
the route from Syracuse to Buffalo. Sixty-six miles 
of the entire distance already has been completed. 





WIRELESS TO COVER EUROPE. 

Consul Diederich of Bremen furnished a brief de- 
scription of a new wireless telegraph station to be 
erected at Norddeich by the German Government. 
Mr. Diederich writes: 

The General Postoffice Department of the German 
Imperial Government is now building a wireless tele- 
graph station of monstrous height at Norddeich, 
which probobly will be for the time being the most 
efficient in the world. It is expected to cover a cir- 
cult of not less than 932 miles. This station will con- 
vey not only messages to and from Germany, Switz- 
erlaind, France, Great Britain and Denmark, but also 
the larger part of Italy, Sweden and Norway, and 
even portions of Spain, the Balkan Peninsula and 
Russia; to the southeast it will operate as far as Sara- 
gossa, in the south it will almost reach Naples and 
Cetinje, im the east get close to St. Petersburg, and 
in the north it will talk to the people of Drontheim 
and about half way up to Narvik. -German vessels 
homeward bound from America will be able to com- 
municate with the German station at Norddeich when 
they are still on the Atlantic far beyond Land’s End, 
12 degrees west of Greenwich. The installation at the 
station will be set up by a Berlin firm supplying ma- 
chinery. apparatus and acessories for wireless teleg- 
raphy, according to the system called ‘“‘telefunken.”’ 

At first it was proposed to erect this gigantic tele-

ITALIANS GOOD MECHANICS. 

Italian cleverness in machinery is one of the con- 
tinental trade conditions which, it is pointed out, 
American enterprise sometimes forgets when rating 
Furopean manufactureres who have been in the field 
longer than themelves and have some opportunities 
Superior to those of the Yankee. The Italian ability 
to copy machinery made in other countries is remark- 
able The Italians are keenly alive to the fact that 
they might supply their own home markets from their 
own workshops, but that they may enter the export 
trade as one of the strongest competitors of America. 
The greatest thing for Italian trade this year has 
been the success of the pair of Italian machines ina 
series of mctor-car races. In Milan and the country 
round about there are about a dozen factories capable 
of competing in the manufacture of automobiles, pa- 
per bags. wrappings, tools, engravings and engrav- 
ing machines, electrical and other machines and their 
parts. and of many other articles. It is these and 
all of America’s othe: strongest European competitors 
that will exhibit. in Milan’s Exposition next year. 
The American Consul there advises Uncle Sam to 
send his best goods thither, lest by failing so to do 
he lose much business and prestige. 


PRODUCTION OF NATURAL GAS. 


An interesting report on the production of natural 


Fas in this country during 1904 will soon be published 


by ths United States Geological Survey. 

The United States is especially blessed in its pos- 
session, as it produced 98 per cent of the entire known 
world’s production of natural gas in 1904,. This pro- 
ductior an.ounted approximately to 256,645,000,000 cubic 
feet, or 6,159,480 tons of 2000 pounds. The value of 
this production was $38,496,760, which was an increase 
of $2,688.990 over the value of the 1903 production. 

There was much active work in 1904 in the new 
ficlds of Central Ohio and Southeastern Kansas. In 
Kansas & number of remiarkably large wells were de- 
veloped. A large amount was expended in drilling 
wells, extending many pipe lines and piping cities and 
villages in these States. In West Virginia a consid- 
erable number of new wells of large capacity were 
drilled and connected to the main lines. 

Four States—Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Indiana 
and Ohio—produced 93.3 per cent of the entire value 
of natura] gas produced in the United States in 1904. 
The output of Pennsylvania alone represented 47 per 
cent of the entire value... This is interesting when it 
is reme:nbered that Pennsylvania is the oldest State 
producing natural gas in large quantity.

CAMPAIGN HAS BEGUN 





Redmond Is Leading Practi- 
cally Only Disaffected 


Party Concerned. 


BY R. D. WALSH. 

The preliminary skirmish in the bat- 
tle of the coming genera! election in 
Great Britain and [Ireland has com- 
menced, Scotland has been the scene of 
operations. Conservatives, Liberals und 
Nationalists are appealing to their fol- 
lowers for approval and support of 
their various policies. The ranks of the 

two great English parties are divided 
by factional quarrels, while the Na- 
tionalists are in practical unanimity 
under the capable leadership of John 
Redmond. The defection of one man— 
William O’Brien—can hardly be dignified 
as a “‘split’’ in the Irish party. 

In reference to the claims of Ireland, 
which will be the most important mat- 
ter before the next Parliament, the Con- 
Bervative leaders so far have given no 
idea of the policy which the party will 
pursue, but the general opinion seems 
to be that it will be, if not of the usual 
hostile ome, at least of a negative char- 
acter. Balfour and Chamberlain, the 
Conservative leaders, are the exponents 

of tw6 diametr‘cally opposed policies, 
Free Trade and Protection, and, in this 
division of apinion, lies one great ele- 
ment of strength for the Liberals. 

Chamberlain is the apostle of Protec- 
fion, and, despite the unpopularity of 
his theories, he has a very respectable 
following ihroughout Great Britain. 
Home Rule for Ireland js the 
rock on which the Liberal party 
has been divided. The divis'on, 
however, is not a very serious 
one, the leaders of the minority being 
Lord Roseberry and Herbert Asquith. 
With these two exceptions, and possi- 
bly one or two more of minor import- 
ance, the body of the Liberal party is 
unequivocally devoted to the principle 
of Home Rule. Lord Roseberry, once 
Prime Minister, is representative mere- 
ly of the class to which he belongs. All 
his antecedents and his social and po- 
litical affiliations point conclusively to 
the fact that he is the chief standard- 
bearer’ of aristocratic vested interests, 
and it cannot be expected that he 


- would support any movement having for 


its object the furtherance of popular 
rights in any section of King Edward's 


dorainions. 
Anti-Irish Leaders Aristocrats. 

Roseberry is. undoubtedly, a man of 
great ability .nd magnetic personality, 
but he represents what is a steadily 
growing minor force in British politics, 
and it is reasonably certain that after 
the forthcoming general election his in- 
ence In the political world will have 
considerably diminished. 

Herbert quith is another prominent 
iberal who is dallying with the situa- 
jon. He is a King’s counsel, was a Cab- 
net Minister in the last Liberal admin- 
tration; but his ideas are reactionary, 
and it is doubtful if he will have much 
influence in the councils of his ci, § 
after the election. He is cold and formal, 
possesses none of the attributes 
which go to make up a leader in a great 
rty.

'WORLD WIDE FIELD 
FOR NEXT BRITISH 
NAVAL MANEUVERS 


Japan Will, Be Visionary 
Enemy That Will Menace 
England’s Colonies. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—The British naval 
maneuvers for 1906 will be based on a 


principle quite new in naval annals, and 
will be on a fuller scale than the post- 
poned program of this year. 

The Japanese fleet will, theoretically, 
form part of the scheme, which will test 
the strategic and tactical value of the 
new distribution of warships. 

It will be supposed that strained rela- 
tions exist, and the British and Japan- 
ese navies wil) be on the watch all over 
the world. The sea frontiers of all our 
possessions, consequently, will come in- 
to the scheme. 

As 800n as ‘‘war’’ has broken out, the 
reserve divisions will be mobilized, and 
the conditions that might occur with a 
naval combination operating against us 
will then be rehearsed simultaneously 
by the various divisions, the operations 
being part of one war plan. 

A “‘skeleton’’ enemy of cruisers, with 
admirals in command, will be kept on 
the alert for weeks against this force. 

Tact, ability and intuitive judgment 
will be demanded of the various com- 
manders-in-chief, and the scheme will 
be the most searching test of efficiency 
ever devised,

LONDON, Nov. 25.—George Hacken- 
schmidt, who last winter defeated Tom 
Jenkins, America’s Ghampion wrestler, 
and Alex Munro, Scotland’s prde, are 
matched to meet at Glasgow, but the 
date has not been fixed. The contest is 
to be for the catch-as-catch-can cham- 
pionship of the world, and will be a 
spirited betting event, as Munro has 
many followers in his own country. 

Munro has defeated all the best men 
in Europe at both Graco-Roman and 


catch-as-catch-can styles, and is confi- 
dent that he can defeat the “‘Rusgan 
Tion;’’ 

Should Hackenschmidt conquer Munro 
he will arrange a bout with Madrali, 
the giant Turk, who defeated Tom 
Jenkins. Madrali created a stir in wrest- 
ling crcles before Hackenschmidt broke 
ais arm and beat him in a previous 
match. 

A purse of $3500 has been offered by 
the Cosmopolitan Club of London for 
the Madrali match, but it Is likely that 
the bout wll take place at the Olympia, 
where there is room for 19,000 specta- 
tors.

i¢@ trouble with the majority of 
rappers,” said Billy Madden, the 
in manager, in. the Philadelphia 
juirer, “is that they overdo things. 
raey work too hard when they have 
iieir vitality and youth and sap their 
strength to such an extent that by the 
time they have been campaigning with 
the gloves for, say, five years, they are 
all in, so to speak. 

“Overindulgence in exercise is worse 
than partak¢ng of intoxicating Nquors 
to excess. Too much gymnasium work 
has killed more persons than has booze, 
in my opinion. 

“When a youug,. strong, husky fcllow 
elects tc take up the precarious busi- 
he 
forgets everything else in his enthu- 
siasm. He has health on his side and he 
desires to make muscle, thinking that 
Tt. will accelerate matters in his march 
to the top of the ladder. 

“Ie enters the gym, .sdy, early in the 
morning and plods away like a Trojan 
for hours at a stretch. He perspires, he 
gtows weary, rests and recuperates and 
goes over the entire program again. He 
kecps this up for days and waeks. At 
the time he may not feel the strain 
that he unconsciously places upon his 
nervous system. 

“His heart's action is quickened and 
an extra strain is put upon this organ, 
which in the end must surely collapse. 
He watches his muscles grow. Some 
may have widened a few inches and he 
is extremely delighted. 

“Weight comes off, perhaps slowly at 
first But in the end he grows quite 


thin, and before he is aware he does not 
perspire any more. His strength sud- 
denly deserts him, his limbs give way, 
his arms are heavy and weak, and he 
feels as thovgh he could lie down and 
sleep. ‘Chat is the first warning he re- 
ceives. 

“His trainers examine him, and cheer 
him up by saying that he has indiges- 
tion or some other ailment, and that it 
will soon pass away. But they have 
diagnosed wrongly. ‘The truth is that 
the man is stale and that the exercise, 


*° ¢o0 much of it, to be sure, has run his 


system down... All these things tell in 
future years, and when the time arrives 
when a fighter should be at his best 
he has already turned the notch, and is 
on the downward path.”

Little Boxing in Training. 

“Tf an experienced miller boxes with a 
man not his equal in cleverness and 
strength while in training, he naturally 
must be lenient with him. Consequent- 
ly, when he gets into the ring he might 
forget himself and get into the habit of 
merely sparring. Then, on the other 
hand, should he have a sparring part- 
ner who jis his superior in cleverness, he 
must needs suffer a lot of punishment 
before golng on with his battle. He will 
be all bruised up, and if he is bested he 
loses his courage and gameness. 

“Nothing takes the heart out of the 
average fighter more than to get a beat- 
ing. So the wisest course to follow 
would be to eliminate this end of the 
training altogether. I compel all of my 
men to do this. Other pugilists have dif- 
ferent methods, and, of course, box a 
lot. But those that do invariably hurt 
themselves both physically and other- 
wise. John L. never made it a practice 
to box while in training. 

“Sullivan dissipated or else he might 
have been champion today. Jem Mace 
was champion of the world at 40 years. 
Iitzsimmons was champion at 37, and 
Joa Goss fought Paddy Ryan for the 
title at 42. Mace never cared to box 
whilo in fraining, neither did Goss nor 
Ryan. 

“T"itzslimmons, tn my opinion, is the 
only pugilist before the public who 
knows how to train properly: That is 
why he has lasted so long as he has. 
Hie understands his own physique, the 
Sanie as a good physician should un- 
derstand his patient.

Vilest kind of obscene ietters through 
the mails is a new experience that has 
come to Judge Reed of Dubuque. The 
20 interceding citizens were Webster 
City business men and officials and the 
man under sentence was old Dan Wren, 
one of the most picturesque characters 
known in the history of Webster City. 
Serious though the crime was, Judge 
Reed promised that he would recom- 
mend a remission of the old man’s sen- 
tence. 

What makes this proceeding all the 
more peculiar is that Wren’s letters 
were written to a woinan, 
the old man had become involved. She 
dves not move in the highest society 
of the city and when she and Wren 
fell out he penned the letters to her. 
She turned them over to the postal au- 
thorities. 

Conviction a Surprise. 


An iy.spectar came to the city, inter- 
viewed Wren, easily securéd a written 
confession from him, and before Web- 
sier City people Knew 
wrong the vld fellow had been taken 


Court, pleaded guilty and had been 
whisked away to the State Penitentiary. 
Then it was that a delegation of 20 
prominent business and professional 
men, including county and city officials, 
visited Judge Reed in Wren’s behalf. 
Dan Wren lived in the outskirts of the 


city with his two sons. Periodically 
the three would go on a Spree. Jhey 
were not afraid of the police and cou.d 
hoid their own against mnany times their 
number. Usuaily they wound aifairs up 
with a fignt anrong themselves in which 
each. OMe generaliy received a severe 
urubbing. 

After each spree Dan Wren invariably 
turned up in police court, offered no ex- 
tenuations for his conduct, 
mercy, but pleaded guilty and iook the 
consequencés without a flinch. In al) 
the times that the old man has ap- 
peared in Webster City courts for a 
period of W posts back he has never 
asked for a hearing, but stoically ad- 
mitted his guilt and served the penaity 
as a model prisoner. When sober there 
was no better citizen than he, and he 
worked steadily. 


Became Model Citizen. 


The first attempt of Wren to “shoot 
up the town’ after the passage of the 
Iowi inebriate law landed him at tne 
Cherokee Asylum. He returned home 
front this institution over two years 
ago. Since his return no man has 


It wag hard 
him to break away from former associ- 
ates and to refuse their: proffers of 
drink,

Government's Crop Estimate. 

The course of the market next week 
will depend almost entirely upon the 
character of the Government’s crop esti- 
mate. The trade expects this report to 
indicate a yield of 14 to 10% million 
bales, although there are many bulls 
and adherents of the Southern Cotton 
Growers’ Association who are expecting 
it to estimate the crop of not more than 
10,000,000 hales. 

The average estimate of 167 members 
of the New York Cotton Exchange is 
for a crop of 10,658.000 bales, the Liver- 
pool Exe hange estimates 10,780,000, the 
Savannah Exchange 10.884. 00, and the 
Memphis estimate is 10,581,000. The aver- 
age of these estimates is 10,725,000. The 
New Orleans Exchange has made no 
report on the consensus of opinion there 
this year. [ast year at this time the 
consensus of opinion of these exchanges 
Was for a crop of 11,500,900 bales, whereas 
the Government's estimate turned out 
12,162,000 bales, and the final reports 
showed a crop of more than 13,780,000 
bales. 

The Government reports, with the ex- 
ception of 1998 and one or two other 
occasions, have invariably underesti- 
mated the vield, and the trade here and 
at Liverpool have béen in the habit of 
allowing about 7 per cent for exagger- 
ation on the damage and acreage re- 
ported by the planters.

With ‘characteristic frankness and 
simplicity Mr. Schwab went directly to 
the heart of the subject, comparing the 
American love of brute wulk with the 
German pride of scientific perfection, 
and throwing a new and startling light 
upon the so-called primacy of America 
in the industrial world. 

In the face of Mr. Schwab's opinion 
—and there is no more authoritative 
and responsible voice on: this matter 
to be found anywhere in civilization— 
the piled up statistics of manufactures 
that have swelled the American bosom 
and tilted the American nose so high 
in the air, take on a new and impres- 
sive significance. 


“After going through the great Ger- / 


man steel works this summer, I came 
back convinced that, in manufactures, 
the ideal of Germany.is quality, while 


the American ideal is quantity,” said | 


Mr. Schwab. 

“In this country we nave solved the 
question of vast economical output and 
have thus rendered a great service to 
Civilization, but, meanwhile, the tech- 
nical schools of our rival, Germany, 
have helped her to take the lead in the 
higher grades of manufactures. 


We Must Beat Germany. 

“Our next great industrial problem 
is not simply to match Germany, but 
t» beat her, in the quality of our prod- 
ucts. 


This is a matter which deserves the 
serious attention of the nation. It will 


have an important bearing on our fu- 
ture leadership in the industria] 


vw orld.” 

There is in Mr. Schwab a suggestion 
of tremendous force and movement that 
may be arrested only momentarily. He 
seems like some driving, impersonal en- 
ergy, inseparable from. flaming furnaces 
and rolling mills. 


Looking into those keen dark eyes 
and masterful face, so full of eagerness 
and impatience, one (forgets Mr. 
Schwab, the many times. millionaire 
and his palace home, and thinks only 
of clanking machinery, of gun forgings 
and armor plate and of 11,000 picked 
men working out one imperious will at 
Bethlehem. 


For all the stillness and modesty of 
that little green-walled office in the 
tall Trinity Building, with its imminent 
brewn church spire and hoary grave- 
yard, and flashing expanse of ruffled 
water seen Over jagged rooftops, it is 
the weekly. sometimes the daily, thea- 
ter of technical councils involving the 
expenditure of millions of dollars. And 
Mr. Schwab had come from one of 
these deliberations to speak to the 
American public throvgh the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch.

‘“‘Let us see. When I returned from 
Germany, not so many weeks ago, I 
had a large shop for the making of high 
grade forged automobile parts set up 
beside the Bethlehem steel works. What 
I had seen in Germany was the decisive 
influence in a long-considered project. 
I could see no reason why the United 
States should not aitempt to @-« the 
lead in the manufacture of auto.wobiles. 

‘What is the result? We'already have 
orders for the full capacity of that 
shop for a year ahead, and my man- 
ager informs me that the plant must 
be quadrupled in size if we are to take 
care of the business in sight. 

“That seems to me to be a practical 
and complete answer to the claim that 
it does not pay to turn out the highest 
ype of finished products in his country. 

“We have long since outstripped the 
rest of the world in manufacturing on 
a large scale, in producing cheaply and 
in supplying quickly. -I suppose that, in 
concentrating ourselves upon this task, 
we have largely forgotten the. higher 
standards of production. While here 
and there one finds high grade manu- 
facture in America, the highest world 
standard is not characteristic of our in- 
dustries. 

Science a Factor. 


“The influence of science upon Ger- 
many is unmistakable. The supreme aim 
of the eGrmans seem to be to produce the 
very finest thing in the world and then 
to produce something finer than that, 
and so on. You have a sense of an am- 
bition to lead the world in quality 
wherever you go in Germany today. lt 
impre seed ‘me as a wonderful charac le 
istic. The same spirit which has kep 
Germany ahead of all other countries 
in industrial chemistry, und in all in- 
dustries allied to st, is observable, too, 
in her steel industries. 

“You get some idea of the di fference 
in practical ideals of Germany .and 
United States in conversing with manu- 
facturers. The American expresses his 
success, his ple oy in immensity of 
output. The German dwells upon the 
unapproachable quality of his work.

“BLOWN SHOT” EXPLODES 








Fire Damp Menaces Workmen 
Striving to Reach Dead 
Comrades. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Dec. 2.—Fully 
1000 men are working in relays tonight 
seeking to recover the bodies of the 21 
miners killed in the explosion of the 
Kammerer Coal and Coke Co. mine at 
Diamondville early this morning. It 
was thought for a time that 32 men had 
been imprisoned, but later it was found 
that but the 21 men, who must be dead, 
were all who went down with the night 
shift. 

The mine is 4000 feet deep and the 
men, nearly all of whom are direct im- 
portations from English mines, were 
knocking down coal for the day shift 
to remove. It has been ascertained that 
a “blown shot’’ caused the disaster 

The mine caught fire from, the first 
explosion and a dust explosion followed 
soon after the relief pariy got at work. 
The report was distinctiy felt by the 
men at work. The fire-damp re sulting 
from the two explosions and the stop- 
ping of the air passages has made re- 
lief work very exhausting and danger- 
ous, and cariload after carload of ex- 
hausted men were brought to the top 
this afternoon, their places being taken 
immediately by fresh recruits from 
heighboring towns. 

Only a few bodies have been recovered 
and weeping groups. of widows and 
fatherless children await anxiously each 
car as it comes to the surface.

Senator Heyburn’s Bill Estab- 
lishes National Pure Food 
and Drug Standard. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Federal con- 
trol of foods, drugs and liquors for 
the purpose of securing their ,urily 
is provided for in a comprehensive 
bill to be introduced in the Senate at 
an early date by Senator Heyburn of 
Idaho. Jurisdiction of the Govern- 
ment over these articles is declared 
in the measure when they become 
articles of interstate or foreign com- 
merce, and a penalty of a maximum 
iine of $500 and one year’s imprison- 
ment is provided for violators of the 
regulations set forth. 

It is made unlawful to sell or manu- 
facture any article of food, drugs. 
medicine or liquors which is adul- 
terated or misbranded, or which con- 
tains any poisonous or deleterious 
Subsiance. Its terms prohibit the in- 
troduction into the United States or 
insular possessions from a foreign 
country of foods, drugs and liquors 
which are not pure or are misbranded. 

To ascertain the purity, jurisdiction 
is given Secretaries of the Treasury, 
Agriculture and Commerce and Labor, 
to prescribe uniform rules. for the ex- 
aminations to be made by the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the Department. of 
Agriculture. In case an article is 
found to be adulterated a hearing fs 
given. Should it develop that the pro- 
visions of the bill have been violated, 
the Secretary of Agriculture is to at 
once certify the facts to the }jroper 
United States District Attorney for 
prosecution in the Federal courts, 

It is provided that no dealer can be 
convicted under the terms of the Dill 
when he can establish a guaranty 
signed by the person from whom he 
purchased the articies in the United 
States.

HEROES SAVE ENGINEER 





Woman Fishing on Pier Falls, 
but Is Rescued by 
Swimmers.

REDONDO, Col., Dec. 9.—Weakened 
by the pounding of the waves in recent 
storms, wharf No. 1 collapsed, plunging 
a Santa Fe locomotive, wth its crew, 4 
box car and an elderly woman who was 
fishing, into the ocean. 

A. C. Banks, fireman, lies dead with 
his engine in 60 feet of water; O. L. 
Hopkins, engineer, was rescued, severe- 
ly injured, as was Mrs. A. C. Goodrich, 
through the bravery of J. W. Foote and 
I. W. &mpson, who leaped into the sea 
and with ropes tossed by others brought 
the unconscious forms up on. the 
wrecked pier. ere 

The crushing of timbers andthe hiss 
of escaping steam aroused the town and 
brought hundreds to the scene of the ac- 
cident.

~The use of chopped hay for cooking 
is not a new idea, but is based on the 
scientific principle that hay is a non- 
conductor of heat. Meat and other 
foods prepared for cooking are placed 
in the oven or in a kettle and as soon 
as they begin to cook they are taken 
troui tne ure, an air-tight cover 18 
udjusted and the kettle or pan con- 
tulining the food is embedded in the 
box of chopped hay, which is pressed 
tightly around the utensil. In an hour 
or two the hay is removed and the 
food is found to be thoroughly cooked. 
Food thus prepared is more delicious 
than that cooked by fire. The German 
army is using the chopped hay meth- 
of cooking and experiments are being 
eonducted along the same lines in the 
Inited States army. 

Lafayette women are adopting the 
chopped hay method of cooking to 
save fuel bills.

NEW -CARTS DISPLAYED 





Over Two Thousand Marched 
Through Downtown Street 
Preceded by Band. 





OOVERS SIXTEEN BLOCKS 





Delivery Wagons, Auto and 
Trucks Were Seen in the 
Demonstration. 





The introduction of some new carrier 
carts, which were designed and built for 
the carriers who distribute the Post- 
Dispatch in St. Louis and suburbs, was 
celebrated Saturday by the grandest 
parade of newspaper distributers ever 
seen in St. Louis. 

It was more than a parade. It was an 
exposition of all kinds of outdoor distrib- 
uting machinery of a great paper. It 
showed to the thousands of people who 
watched it just how the Post-Dispatch 
is brought to their door. 

Twenty-five hundred men and _ boys 
who: handle the Post-Dispatch were in 
line. 

It took 31 minutes for the paraders 
to pass a downtown corner. Men and 
boys, big carts, little carts, one-horse 
wagons and two-horse wagons extend- 
ed in an unbroken line for 16 blocks. 

The tramp of the horses of the mount- 
ed police which led the parade was 
drowned by the noise of marching feet. 

Even the military music of Borcheck’s 
band, which followed after the mounted 
police, was often smothered by the en- 
thusiastic cheers of the boys. 

Assembled at Fourteenth. 

The distributers assembled at Four- 
teenth and Locust streets at 11 o’clock. 
Locust street, broad as it is, could not 
hold the multitude and the overflow 
filled St. Charles, Olive street and the 
Coliseum, where many of the branch 
employes met. 

Not all of them were there, for the 
heavy rain of Friday night, which made 
a good many of the country roads mud- 
dy, kept more than one hunirca 
carriers from outlying districts from 
driving downtown. Knowing that 
their horses would have neavy 
work to do when the Sunday delivery 
was made, many of the carriers spared 
their animals. 

The route of the parade was fron: the 
Coliseum over Fourteenth street to 
Market street, east to Twelfth street, 
north to Washington avenue, east to 
Broadway, then to Chestnut, north on 
Seventh street to Olive and then back 
to Fourteenth and Locust streets, where 
it broke up. 

The newsboys, with their little yellow 
carts, were arranged in five divisions. 
Over 2000 boys with carts were in 
line. They marched immediately after 
the band and preceded the new carrier 
They marched two and some 
times four abreast, and each boy pulled 
his cart after him and tried to outdo 
his fellow in cheering. 

Great Crowd Watches. 

“Hurrah! Hurrah for the Post-Dis- 
patch!” they yelled. Freqyently a con- 
fusion of vehicles, whose drivers had 
sterped to watch the great procession 
caused a halt in the parade. Fashion- 
able shoppers from the West End told 
their coachmen to halt. Transfer wag- 
ons, street cars, automobiles, all paused 
while their occupants watched the 2000 
boys with their carts work their way 
down the crowded streets. 

Before each of the five division a man 
marched with a banner telling what 
division he led. 

Billy Shuttleworth, who has a West 
End branch, celebrated the biggest dem- 
onstration in newspaper enterprise that 
St. Louis has ever seen, by leading his 
division of boys in a big automobile. It 
was decurated with a streamer calling 
attention to his West. End branch. 

After the boys came 51 carriers with 
their new carts. 

The drivers Smiled in a way that told 
of their appreciation of the new vehicle 
which was built after nearly every 
yeteran carrier had been asked for sug- 
gestions as to what his experience had 
taught him -was the cart -needed for 
handling papers easily and expedtiously.

Victiin of Horse-Whipping De- 
nies Conversation With 
Woman.

WINCHESTER, Ky., Dec. 2.—E.. T.

Hence I presume the 
holdover Councilmen will, in defense of 
their former position, vote to submit 
the Ziebold ordinance as a unit propo- 
sition. 

“As to the new Councilmen, they are, 
of course, imbued fully with the patri- 
otic resolve to act only as the repre- 
sentatives of the sentiments of their 
constituents. Knowing full well the 
unanimity of opinion among the people 
in favor of the Ziebold ordinance. they 
will certainly rally to its support. 

“The fact that more than 90,000 of the 
voters have already expressed their ap- 





proval of our bill shows clearly that 
there is no necessity of submitting | 
each item to be voted on separately. | 
“It has been suggested in times past | 
that occasionally all the votes were not | 
exactly counted as cast in city. elec- | 
tions, but if this is true it must have | 
been because there were powerful mo- | 
tives that operated to induce a neglect | 
of duty on the part of some election 
officials. 

“But we are anxious that there be 
no motives that might lead to infrac- 
tions of the laws In the conditions that 
surround the proposed bond issue elec- 
tion, and as the bridge proposition its 
certainly stronger with the people than 
any other appropriation. we who are 
strongly in favor of a bridge are per- 
fectly willing to lend the additional 
strensth of the Free Bridge to help 
carry the other items. although we are 
in favor of each and every one of the 
proposed {mprovements. 

“As the bridge supporters are willing 
for a unit vote, we cannot conceive 
how anyone should be opposed to it 
unless he is opposed to the Free Bridge.

President A. ©. Stewart of the Board of Police Commissioners 


said yesterday: 


“It is unfortunate that the grand jury’s report deals in broad gen- 


eralities without specifying particularly 


individual names and -in- 


stances. While confidence is expressed in the present board, it is in 
such juxtaposition that most readers are likely to believe the strictures 


intended of former administrations 
“There is almost nothing new 


are meant to apply to the present.

Desmond to Be Retained.

The grand Jury was especially scath- 
ing In its arraignment of Desmond's 
staff, and indicated that indictments 
against its members can-_be obtained by 
protecting witnesses who are conipeien. 
to testify to the graft and criminal cor- 
ruption that had characterized that 
branch of the force, but who feared 
the consequences of their disclosur:s 

For the first time the history of the 
city the report contains not a word of 
commendation for the heads of th: Po- 
lice Department. Not only is that the 
case, but the language of the report is 
exceptionally strong in its indictment 
of the incompetency, laxity, brutality 
and criminal practices with which te 
members and heads of the department 
are charged, 

That part of the report touching the 
police department opens with the state- 
ment that the grand jury's efforts to 
obtain evidence against offending mem- 
bers of the force was made diificult be- 
cause of the ‘reluctance and timidity of 
Witnesses called upon to testify.” 

**No amount of assurance,’’ says. the 
report, ‘‘would prevail against the mani- 
fest fear and restraint which posseSss- 
¢€d a majority of the witnesses who 
were called before us, and this despite 
the fact that these witnesses were of- 
ten the injured parties. 

“It was plain, in every instance, that 
in- 
duced by a fear of physical violence or 
official oppression, accounted for the 
attitude on the part of these witnesses. 

Partners of Criminals, 


“Some were from the poorer class of 
Our people, who would be helpless at 
the hands of officers who might seek 
to harrass them; others come from 
that class whose lives and occupation 
Subject them to peculiar disadvant- 
ages in dealings with the police. and 
who, in fact, must needs have some 
indulgence shown them in order’ to 
subsist. Included in this latter class 
were found many whose criniinai ope 
rations would be Impossible, ~ere it 
not for the indifference of the police 
or their active proteciion. 

“We learned to our satisfaction that 
many ot this class were actually ope- 
rating and associating with certain 
members of the de artment, the in- 
timacy being such that pdiice service 
on the part of such officers is an iIm- 
possibility. 

“The fact that the police commit 
perjury and suborn witnesses in cases 
in which they are titnterested—offering 
protection to, or menacing those whom 
they seek to usé, was Well es'ablished 
before this jury, and a number of jn- 
dictments have. resulted. There ex- 
ists. too, a feeling on the part of the 
police, which seems general, that any- 
thing its excusable in the defense of a 


brother officer. 


The Killing of Scheel. 


“In the tnvestigation of the killing 
of the young law student, Frederick 
W. Scheel, at the last general election, 
we were surorsed to di cover ev.dence 
of police laxity and Indifference to an 
appalling degree. This young man was 
shot as he was leaving the St. Louis 
Law School, about 2 o'clock on the 
afternoon of the 19th of September, 
1904, by a gang of thugs, who had 
been going from polling place to poll- 
n place. pursuing ter plan of fraud- 
ulent registration, and though these 
nen are well-known police characters, 
ind this ki.l.ng occurrel in the pres- 
ence of a score of eye-wiitnesses, no 
charge had ever been lodged against 
inyone until some fourteen months 
aftr. 

“The responsibility for this condition 
lies with the , olice, and the apathy 
shown can only be accounted for on 
the theory that members of the force 
were involved in the affray or that 
the police were indifferent to election 
outrages. 

Should Have Sat Longer. 

‘We only regret that our’ service 
eould not be continued, in order that 
we might definitely fasten the respon- 
sibility fdr these conditions upon 
those who have so shamefully abused 
their trust. To the end that we might 
e properly advised, and in order to 
confirm our judgment, we called in a 
number of witnesses, including heats 
of the department and others qualified 
to testify as ex erts in police matters 

“The concensus of opinion expressed 
is that the Police Department is in a 
etate of disorganization and demoral- 
ization, quite unparalleled tn its his- 
tory. and that this condition is du: 
largely to the fact that the _ police 
have been used in politics. It was 
shown that every member of the de- 
partment, at one time, was a member 
of a political club (Note—Jefferson | 
Club), paying dues, although all were 
not of the required political faith, and 
others were found who did not wants 
to identify themselves with the or- 
ganiza‘ion, though of the same politi- 
cal party. A large number of the force 
joined this organization and contrib- 
uted to its campaign fund from mo- 
tives of policy only, and with the be-

‘ransfer of men from beats in which 
they were well acquainted to others, 
where they were Sirangers. The effect 
of this was to nullify their utility in 
dealing with forces bent upon frauds at 
the polls, and encourage, rather than 
sup ress, violence and crime. There is 
ns concealment of these facts, and it is 
positively stated thut in the matter of 
these assignments the heads of the de- 
partment have in the past been ham- 
pered and trammelled by members of 
the pdlice board: 

“A great many members of the de- 
tective department have been shown to 
be unfit for police duty. The standard 
of that department is low, and rumors 
are free'y circulated, charging its mem- 
bers with criminal conduct and allian- 
ces. These stories are well founded, and 
if the witnesses can be prevailed upon 
to speak freely, [ndictments can readily 
be found and sustained. 

“It has been said that the police de- 
partment as a whole is a good one. 
This its not absolutely true, but there 
's abundant material for the organiza- 
tion of a department which will be a 
credit to itse!f.”’

Postmaster Byrd's store is near the 
Station, and, for many years, one of his 
sons has slept in a rear room of the 
little frame house to keep _ burglars 
away from its limited stock. 

The station is visited by many tramps, 
who are put off there on their box- 
car journeys, and, having no place to 
sleep and being usually hungry and 
needy, these wandering unfortunates 
pick out Postmaster Byrd's store to 
loot. 

The place is never molested in sum- 
mer, its record shows, 
Christmas, 
been attempts by burglars to enter it. 


Two Burglars Stopped. 


On a bleak, sleety night between 
Christmas and New Year, in 1897, two 
wayfarers entered the store. 

Rome Bynd, 29 years old, weight 176 


pounds, who was sleeping in the store, 
slipped quietly out of bed and crept be- 
hind the counter toward the door. 

He had intended to lock them in and 
Capture them. 

The intruders, however, heard him, 
and began firing at his shadowy figure. 
Quickly he pointed his shotgun, which 
he had secured, and omg the trigger. 

This act supplied the first notch on 
the stock of the weapon that is still 
on duty at the little store. 

With a groan one of the burglars fell 
and died. The other disappeared. 

Rome never got sight of him after 
firing. 

The tragedy made Hematite a horror 
for traveling burglars after this, and, 
for several years, Rome slept in the 
little store without being disturbed. 

When he left home, Dr. R. L. Byrd, 
then unmarried, 6% feet tall and power- 
ful, slept in the store, but he never 
got a shot at a burglar. 

Hart Byrd, who weighed 225 pounds 
at the age of 21 and was over 6 feet 
tall, slept many nights in the store and 
never got a shot. 

But when Carroll's turn to take up 
the sentinel post came, he put the old 
shotgun to work again. 

Burglary No. 2 occurred Dec. 27, 1904, 
when Carroll Byrd was awakened by 
falling glass and the noise of an in- 
truder in the store. He perceived the 
man at the cash drawer and called for 
him to throw up his hands, but in- 
stead the robber ran out of the door, 
chowaeh not before Byrd sho: twice at 

im. 

It is not Known that he was struck 
by either bullet. Some time afterward, 
a dead man was found in the weeds 
north of town. 

This might have been the burglar, but 
the remains had changed so greatly 
the Coroner could not determine the 
cause of death. The general belief its 
the man was the burglar.

Just as Carroll stepped upon the 
platform in front of the little store, a 
man leaped throug the transom 
above and knocked hi down with a 
scale weight. 

Over his partly unconseious' body 
the robber ‘umped down and fled. Car- 
roll scrambled to his feet, and rushing 
into the store he returned in a sec- 
ond wi.h his shotgun. 

He fired twice at the fleeing robber, 
saw him stagger, recover his equili- 
brium and continue running. 

Search was made for his body, but 
it was not found. Nothing was missed 
from the store’s well-protected stock, 
and it is believed that the robber had 
just begun his raid when the Post- 
master’s son caught him. 


One Victim Identified. 


Carroll leaped to his feet from a 
pleasant dream on the night of Nov. 
13, last, when the wind was whistling 
around the naked corners of the lit- 
tle store. and fired one shot in the di- 
rection of the noise that had aroused 
bim. A man fell dead at the door. He 
was the fourth burgiar to enter the 
Pyrd store. 

There was nothing on his body by 
which he could be identified. but the 
Pos.office inspectors, who were noti- 
fled on account of the store being a 
Postoffice, found a number in one of 
the man's shoes,

One Island Yields 711,000

SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., Dec. 2.—That 
tne Indians would soon become indus- 
trious and thrifty citizens, if properly 
taught the principles of industry and 
economy is fully demonstrated by the 
prugress they have made within the 
past three or four years at the Crow 
Creek Agency, under Maj. H. D. Cham- 
berlain's administration as United 
States Indian Agent at that place. 

If these Indians make progress ae fast 
for the mext four years as they have 
Within the four years lest past, they 
wiil be as completely independent of the 
Government, 80 far as rations and other 
assistance is concerned, as the most 
thrifty white citzens. 

This is a broad statement, but never- 
tneless a fact, and a tour of inspection 
over the reservation will convinee any- 
oue of its truthfulness. The visitor will 
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tind well improved farms, large herds 


of cattle and fine droves of sheep, many 


coulfortable homes end appearance ot 


general improvement on every hand. 


Fencing in the Farma, 
The entire rcservation has been fenced 


within this time, and the fences com- 
plete and kept up in good condition. 
Much work -has been doné on the roads. 
In all, 17 reservoirs have been con- 
structed, three lharge ones within the 
past year. Fifty new houses will be 
erected next spring, which means 
new comfortable homes for §& Indian 
families. These will not cost the Gov- 
ernment one cent, as they will be ¢on- 
structed by the Indians themselves, 
During the past summer 711,000 feet of 
gvcod cottonwood lumber has been 
suwed by Indian labor from trees taken 
fcom an island in the Missouri, which 
was found to velong to the reservation.

City Clerk Williams nas prepared a 
notice which will be sent with the peti- 
tions Monday stating that uniess the 
petition is returned to his office, prop- 
erly filled out and sworn to, before the 
morning of January 1, their saloon will 
be closed up, and if any saloon keeper 
attempts to keep open without having 
complied with the ordinance he will be 
prosecuted for running a saloon without 
a license. 

The saloon keepers in the downtown 
districts complain that it will put many 
of them out of business. 

Some of the breweries doing business 
in East St. Louis are placing clauses in 
their leases for saloon buildings, that if 
they are unable to get a license for a 
Saloon to be run in the building the 
lease is to become void.

TOKIO, Dec. 2.—Half of the million 
Suffering people in the famine-stricken 
district of Japan are said to be actually 
starving. There are reports of parents 
seliing their children to get food. A 9$- 
year-old girl was sold as a servant for 
2 yen (about § shillings), but the pur- 
chaser on seeing the wretched condition 
of her dress, cut the price. With the 
small sum paid the parents went to 
Hokkaido to find work, leaving an old 
grandmother in the house. 

Many of the unhappy people are leav- 
ing for other provinees. The richer 
classes ure doing considerable for their 
unfortunate compatriots, but as no 
taxes are paid in the stricken district, 
there are no salaries for the village of- 
ficers, and the richer ones are uneasy. 
The trouble dates back to the famine 
of 1902. When the soldiers were sent to 
the front they spent their savings in 
checry send-offs, fearing they would 
Never return. One who returned few 
days ag» feund several members of his 
family dead ond the cthers gone to 
parts unknov..n. 

A strange contrast exists in the area 
of gloom-one of three model villages, 
anticipating failure of the crops, stored 
up two vears’ supplies—while one town 
is well off, two neighboring one are in 
the throes of starvation. 

It is fearec that the suffering during 
the winter will awful. Politicians 
are making inuyuiry,and it is suggested 
that iroamigratioin to Manchuria and 
Korea will beg'n. The winter has al- 
ready mude a bitter appearance. 

A Japanese newspaper man, after 
spending ten days touring the gloomy 
zone, has returned to Tokio with many 
horiifying tales. He says he was her- 
alded as a savior when he entered the 
villages, and the people crowded about 
him. Ile heard many storles of persons 
going mad from hunger, and of horses 
being stolen and eaten. People who 
have been imbued with the Bushido 
spirit and very pious, condescend to 
deeds they have formerly despised. The 
police cannot curb the brigandage.

; is by no means the first experi- 
ence the earl will have had of big game 
shooting, for he has brought down 
ticers in India and has shot the ‘‘grizz- 
lv’ on the Rocky Mountains. Capt. 
Greville is one of the best shots of the 
day, while Col. Pattison is a big game 
hunter of repute. 

Col. Pattison laughed at the -idea that 
the periis which he and his companions 
were going to face would be very 
dreadful or that the hardships would be 
Over great. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
shall take things as comfortably as we 
can. From Mombasa we shall go up 
to Nairobi, which ts as far as the rail 
will take us. 

‘Seven years ago, when I was there, 
Nairobi was simply a 
land: now it is a eity of 10,900 inhabi- 
tants, and there are a number of white 
officials. 

“Wee shall use Naltlrobi as our head- 
quarters, and make various exneditions 
from there. Some of the country is, of 
course, impenetrable thicket, but we 
i shall avold this and make for the hills 
and plains, which are realiy beautiful 
and literally alive with big game of all 
kinds. Nowhere on earth, indeed, can 
so much big game be found. 

“There are herds of elephants, plenty 
of lions, giraffes, endless deer and ri- 
gantic baboons that wander about, fol- 
lowed by an attendant army of smal!

“There is a large element of luck in 
big game hunting. Night after night 
one may hear lions roaring all round 
the camp, and vet not see one for weeks 
together.

lt is not easy to amaze so old a hunter as the

But when he 
rode over the Southwestern plains with John Aber- 
nathy and saw that daring and dextrous gentleman 
take wolves alive with his thin-gloved hands, he 
experienced the sensation of astonishment.

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Without this distinguished corroborator, Aber- 
nathy might have thrust his iron hand into the jaws 
of many a wolf and his friends might have sung 
his praises lustily, all to no purpose, for it is a 
very old and popular type of fable in which the hero 
takes the bull by the horns and the fanged brute by 
the fangs. But with President Roosevelt testifying 
as an eyewitness, nobody doubts the prowess of the 
modest Oklahoman, and great is Abernathy. He 
is the protagonist of quite a lengthy chapter in Mr. 
Roosevelt’s new book, “Outdoor Pastimes of an 
American Hunter” (Charles Scribner’s Sons, New 
York), and the President’s appreciation of the feat 
is so enthusiastic that there is nothing with which 
a friend of Abernathy’s could wish to supplement it. 
Mr. Roosevelt says in Scribner’s Magazine: 

“In the afternoon we again rode off, and this time 
Abernathy, on his white horse, took the lead, his 
greyhounds trotting beside him. There was a good 
deal of rivalry among the various owners of the 
hounds as to which could do best. and a slight incli- 
nation among the cowboys to be jealous of Abernathy. 
No better riders could be imagined than these same 
cowboys, and their greyhounds were stanch and fast; 
but Abernathy, on his tough white horse, not only 
rode with great judgment, but showed a perfect 
knowledge of the wolf and by his own exertions 
greatly assisted his hounds. He had found out in 
his long experience that while a greyhound could 
outpace a wolf in a two or three mile run, it would 
then fall behind: but that after going eight or ten 
miles a wolf. in turn, became exhausted, and, if he 
had been able to keep his hounds going good up to 
that time, they could, with his assistance, stop the 


quarry. 
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“We had been shogging aiong for an hour or more 
when we put up a wolf and started after it. I was 
riding the Big D pony I had ridden the afternoon be- 
fore. It was a good and strong horse, but one which 
my weight was certain to distress if I tried to go too 
fast for too long a time. Moreover, the wolf had a 
long start, and I made up my mind that he would 
either get away or give us a hard run. Accordingly, 
as the cawboys started off at their usual headlong 
pace, I rode behind at a gallop, husbanding my horse. 
For a mile or so the going was rough, up and down 
stony hills and among washouts. Then we went 
over a gently rolling country for another mile or 
two, and then came to a long, broken incline, which 
swept up to a divide some four milea ahead of us. 

“Lambert had been riding alongside of Abernathy 
at the front. but his horse began to play out and 
needed to be nursed along; so that he dropped back 
level with me. By the time 1 had reached the foot 
of this incline the punchers, viding at full speed, had 
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shot their bolts, and one by one | passed them, as 
well as some of the greyhounds. But Abernathy 
was far ahead, his white horse loping along without 
showing any signs of distress. Up the long slope I 
did not dare press my animal, and Abernathy must 
have been a mile ahead of me when we struck the 
divide, while where the others were I had np idea, ex- 
cept that they were behind me.

is what he says about it: “A horse is the fleet- 
est animal. A horse can run faster than a 
greyhound, and a greyhound can go faster than 
the fleetest wolf that ever went down the 
wind. I have a big irongray horse—the one I 
rode when the President hunted me— 
that can outrun either dogs or wolves. I send 
him two miles as tight as he can go every day 
of the year, and keep him in condition. I also 
make the dogs scramble every day. When we 
go out we are fit for a race. and when we put 
up a wolf we give him a race that he simply 
can't forget. On good ground the big iron- 
gray walks by everything on all fours; in 
rough country the greyhounds can pass him. 
The wolves havent any of country in 
which they can travel faster than either the 
horse or’ the dogs.

He 
held the reins of the horse with one hand, and thrust 
the other, with a rapidity and precision even greater 
than the rapidity of the wolf’s snap, into the wolf's 
mouth, jamming his hand down crosswise between 
the jaws, seizing the lower jaw and bending it down 
so that the wolf could not: bite him. He had a 
stout glove on his hand, but this would have been 
of no avail whatever had he not seized the animal 
just as he did; that is, behind the canines, while his

How I Catch Wolves Alive

HUNTED wolves a long time before 1 dis- 
| covered that I could catch them alive with 

my hands. I noticed that whenever I came 
up where the greyhounds had stopped a ‘wolf, ff 
that the wolf always came for me, open-,. 
mouthed, just as soon as I jumped from my 
horse. Sometimes, when they have been run 
hard and the dogs have piled-upon them, they” 
don’t do this; but most always they do, and 
a wolf with any strength left can come at-you 
like a shot. I got an idea I could catch one 
of them by the under jaw and stop him, and 
the first time I tried it I managed to get a 
good hold right back of the dangerous teeth 
and caught my wolf as slick as a whistle. You 
know you can’t crack a pecan with your 
teeth if you put it too far back in your jaws; 
that is just the reason why a wolf can’t bite 
me very much when I get the proper grip on 
his under jaw. Of course, I do get bitten, and 
sometimes I get it pretty hard; but I have 
never missed that long lower jaw when I 
grabbed for it. About one miss with an ol¢ 
lobo would serve to get my hand torn up, 
for a wolf has mighty sharp teeth, jaws like a 
steel trap and the knack of being quicker than 
lightning. I almost always get my glove torn 
when I grab one, the sharper incisors doing 
that as my hand passes back of them, You

Nature 
has provided against this, however, for ¢vhen the 
pollen ball leaves its resting place it is thrown out 
with such force that its immediate covering {is torn 
away with it. This forms a sort of curtain over 
the pollen deposit, which is impervious to contact 
with the glue on the other end. This curtain would 
also prevent the transmission of the pollen at the 
proper time after it had been conveyed to the fe- 
male plant if it were not that Nature works an. 
other of the many miracles she performs with this 
remarkable plant. 


Experiments conducted by Dr. Trelease have shown 
that where the projectile is discharged by a Jead 
pencil or the prick of a pin, or in a manner other 
than that intended by Nature, it will carry to a 
distance of two feet or a yard. Its force is stil] 
great enough after carrying to that distance that it 
will adhere. An experiment at three feet showed 
that the projectile attached itself to a pane of 
glass, and shortly it had hardened and burst jts 
covering.

APANESE pearls which, since the St. Louis 
J Exposition, have been dealt in in the gem 
market of New York, recently met a set- 
back, and as a result the output will be much small- 
er in the next two or three vears than was expected. 
Dealers who have been afraid that the new product 
would disturb the world’s pear] markets will breathe 
easier when they learn that the dreaded red cur- 
rent has inflicted heavy losses in the Japanese bays, 
where the oyster is trained by man to secrete the 
lustrous nacre in the form desired for the purposes 
of jewelry. 

Letters received from Japan by pearl merchants 
in New York describe the havoc caused by the in- 
rush of waters, whose bright color is probably caused 
by the presence of seaweed. A John street importer 
has a communication from K. Mikimoto of Tokio, 
who writes that four-fifths of his pear] oysters have

Even the skillful Japanese have not been able to 
produce at any time more than a limited number 
of the culture pearls, the monthly average for last 
year being a little less than 1000. _ Another restric- 
tion is in the size of the pearls, which range from 
two grains to 15 or 20 grains at the most. The 


ultimate object is to make pear shaped and round 
pearls. 

Maiden lane dealers say that they defy the most 
expert judges to detcot the slightest variation in ma- 
terial and luster between the top or main portion 
of the culture pearl and an ordinary pearl. how 
oan there be any difference except in shape, they ask, 
since the nacre is all the same and the oyster casts 
it in onion-like lavers whether or not man prods it to 
its work. 

Mystery there is, even yet, about the methods 


used by the little brown men. The customs au- 
thorities of the United States have been called upon 
to decide how the culture pearls are made and Gen- 
eral Appraiser T. S. Sharrets several months ago re- 
ported the result of his investigation. 

W hile allmitting that some doubt exists, he said 
that the pearls seem to be made by inserting into 
the mollusk’s shell a small plece of mother of pearl, 
causing the oyster to secrete the nacrous liquid on 
the end of the intruding plug, which becomes the 
base of the gem. 

This is quite close to nature’s ways, according to 
the opinions of the scientific men. An old theory 
accounting for the birth of a pearl was that a 
parasite in the flesh of an oyster was the center 
about which the nacre was thrown in layers. 

Then came the explanation that grains of sand 
intruding inside the shell were the exciting cause, 


in the flesh of the oyster, while others are likely to 
grow on the inside surface of the shell, providing 
a large part of the half pearls much used in jew- 
elry.
